W asHIncton, December 7.—[Special.]—The 
house was not in session today, having at the 
expiration of the reading of the message, ad- 
journed until Thursday. Very little news of 
interest other than that connected with the 


wiossage can be obtained tonight. 


The World has had a handred men here to- 


night ascertaining the views of congressmen 
upon the president’s message. Some attention 
is being paid to the southern members. The 
results are uniformly favorable to the message,

ou the docement. Mr. Randall has not spoken 
yet in any tangible way, though your corres- 
pondent has the promise of an extended opin-

He has been very cautious 
and predent, and while it is _ be- 
lieved that he does not ‘Indorse the 
message, no man yet knows the measure of his 


differcnce with the chief executive.

THE CENSUS STILL INCOMPLETE. 
The Secretary of the Interior Asks for an 
Appropriztioen. 

WASHINGTON, December 7.—A letter from 
the secretary of the interior was laid before the 
senate stating that an appropriation of $77,- 
495 is required to complete the publication of 
the final report on the census of 1880, four of 
the twenty-two volumes being ‘still unprinted 
Laid on the table. 

After the presentation of various other com- 
munications from the heads of departments 
and court of claims, Mr.Cullom remarked that 
the rule was when bills are introduced before 
comimitices are appointed to have such bills 
leid on the table. and that created unnecessary 
work.

Wasurnatron, December 7.--Although the 
house was notin session today, a number of 
members were in their seats attending to their 
correspondence, and chatting with one another 
over committeeships.

THE CHRISTIAN CONFERENCE, 


A Large Convention of Ministers and Lay- 
men in Washington. 
WASHINGTON, December 7.—lThe Gener! 
Christian conference, under the auspices and 
direction of the Evangelical alliance for the 
United States, of which William E. Dodge, of 
New York, is president, and Rev. Dr. Josiah 
Strong, of New York, is general secretary, 
opened in this city this morning in the Con- 
gregational church, at the corner of Tenth 
and G streeta northwest. The conference met 
in response to a call issued by the alliance sev- 
eral months since, and signed by Presidents 
McCosh, of Princeton; Hopkins, of Williams; 
Anderson, of Rochester university ; Gilmer, of 


the Johns Hopkins; Dwight, of Yale; 
Rey. Drs. Philips Brooks, of Boston; 
Cuyler and Storrs of Brooklyn, Ormiston 


and Howard Crosby, of New York, and alargo 
number of other eminent clergymen and lay- 
men from all of the evangelical denominations 
in this country. The stated object of the con- 
ference is to discuss measures upon which all 
these denominations may be brought to unite 
to meet certain “hew and pressing emergencies, 
which have arisen in connection with the 
great increase of wealth, business, immigra- 
tion, changed relations of laborand capital 
and the great and growing ae of our 
population whoare not church members or 
attendants. The Congregational church, in 
which the couference met, and which is one of 
the largest in Washington, was completely 
filled when President Dodge called the meet- 
ing toorder. Addresses were made by Presi- 
dent Dodge, ex-Presidents John Jay and An- 
drews, of Washington. Rev. Dr. Daniels 
Dorchester, of Boston, reada paper on ‘‘the 
city as a peril,” which was discussed by a 
number of delegates. Ex-Justice Strong, of 
supreme court of the United States, presided 
at the afternoon session and Senator Colquitt, 
of Georgia, at the evening session. The dele-

‘Two weeks ago, Morton, who 
drove an express wagon,sold his horses, wagon, 
etc., and bet the proceeds upon Avery, repub- 
lican, candidate for mayor, thinking it was a 
“inch.” He also sold a house and lot which 
he had purchased with his hard earned savings 
and put up everything he could rake together 
on the republican candidate, He worked hard 
on election day for his man, but was beaten, 
and his losses wrecked his mind.

Recommendations to the Legislature Re- 
garding the Coupon Decision. —

relative to state matters. In regard to the 
public debt, the governor says, in view of the 
recent decision by the United States supreme 
court, declaring the act of May 12, 1887, con- 
stitutional and: valid, and reversing the de- 
cision of United States Circuit Judge Bond in 
regard to the 11th article of the federal cen- 
stitution, he recommends the passage of a joint 
resolution suspending legal proceedings against 
those who have tendered coupons in the pay- 
ment of taxes, as he was assured by authority 
that such action would decidedly benefit ail 
yarties concerned. He thought when the bond- 
x0lders consider this decision they will be will- 
ing to accept such offer as the state can make, 
based upon the surplus revenue to be applied 
to the payment of interest on the principal of 
what the state considers her just debt. 


THE NATIONAL BANK SYSTEM. 
Senator Farwell’s Billi for the Perpetuation 
of It. 

Wasuincton, December 7.—The principal 
faature of a bill for the perpetuation of the 
national banking system, which will be intro- 
duced by Senator Farwell when the senate 
committees are formed, consists in substitu- 
tution for United States bonds, as security for 
circulation, offstate or municipal bonds or any 
first mortgage road bonds of the United States 
upon which interest has been heretofore 
promptly paid, and whose market cash value is 
equal to or greater than the par value, bearing 
interest at the rate of not less than 4 percentum 
per annum, and all of the provisions of the na- 
tional banking laws shall be applicable, so far 
as may be, to the bonds herein provided for, in 
the same manner as touching a state’s treas- 
urer bonds; provided that the treasurer of the 
United States shall not receive such state or 
municipal bonds at more than seventy-five per 
centum of their par value, nor shall the treas- 
urer of the United States receive any such first 
mortgage railroad bonds exceeding in_ total 
more than the amount of five hundred millions 
of dollars, nor shall he receive them at more 
than fifty per centum of their par value. 


BREWERS CLOSING. 


Iowa Brewers Closing Their Doors and 
Going Out of Business. 

Sroux Crty, Ia., December 7.—The Franz 
Brewing company, of Sioux City, closed its 
doors yesterday morning ,‘and the Selzer brew- 
ery following example, shut down at 
noon, ©. F. Hoyt, president of the 
Franz company, and Mr, Selzer, proprietor of 
the Setzer brewery say that they are through 
vith the business of manufacturing beer in 
Iowa, and Mr. Hoyt says he is through with 
the business altogether. Several questions in- 
volved in the prohibitory law having been de- 
cided against brewers, the Sioux City brewers 
voluntarily withdraw from any further contest 
against law.

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WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 


Russia Massing Troops on the 
Frontier. 


AUSTRIA AND GERMANY ALARMED 


A Military Counefl Called to Meet in Berlin 
~—Russian Poland in Danger of In- 
vasion—Other Foreign News. 


Vuexna, December 7.—Emperor Francis 
Joseph will preside*at a military council, 
which is to be held at the palace tomorrow. for 
the purpose of considering what steps are 
necessary in view of the collection of Russian 
troops on the frontier. The Political Corre- 
spondence, semi-ofliciaHy denies the report 
that the powers interested have officially sent 
a note to Russia in reference to the increased 
force of troops on the frontiers. The paper 
says the Austrian frontier guards will be com- 
pletely organized and their numbers in- 
creased. It adds that the Russian censor has 
suppressed all telegrams sent to Russia in ref- 
erence to the Fremdenblatt’s article concern- 
ing Russia’s action. 

Panis, December 7.—According to private 
advices from Warsaw the massing of Russian 
troops on the frontier is attributable to infor- 
mation received by Russia of concerted plan 
by Germany and Austria for united action in | 
the event of war between either of those pow- 
ers and Russia. In that contingency it was 
proposed that Germany and Austria should 
suddenly invade Russian-Poland and Warsaw 
by using their greater facilities for mobilizing, 
In consequence of the discovery of the alleged 
project, Russia resolved to compensate for her 
slow power of mobilizing by a permanent in- 
crease of her frontier forces. he movement 
implies no aggression, but is purely a defensive 
precaution. 

Bertin, December 7.—The Natienal Ga- 
‘zette, discussing the Vienna Femdenblafi's 
article, relative to the massing of troops on the 
Russian frontier, says it is evident that the 
force of Russian troops now in Poland is not 
sufficient to attack the two formidable military 
powers. The present massing of troops is too 
small for war and too large for peace. We 
must wait and see how Russia will reconcile 
the massing with the pacific assurances of the 
Journal De St. Petersbourg. 

Bertin, December 7.—The Colegne Gazette 
says: ‘“T'wo opinions prevail in St. Petersburg 
regarding Bulgaria. On one side the diplo- 
matic solution of the problem is favored, while 
on the other, military measures afe believed 
to be necessary in order to exercise pressure 
es the powers, especially upon Austria. 
With Austria remains the choice between a 
serious conflict and the acceptance ef a settle- 
ment agreeable to Russia.’’ 

Beri, December 7.—The Russian govern- 
ment has sent a circular to its representatives 
at foreign courts in relation to the czar’s re- 
cent visit to Berlin. The circular draws atten- 
tion to three points: 

First. That the ezar’s conversation with Bis- 
marck showed that there was not the slightest 
reason for a breach between Germany and 
Russia.

Organization of a School Association—Ad- 
dress from Governor Taylor. 


Nasnvitxtez, Tenn., December 7.—{Special.] 
Much important business was transacted by 
the convention of county superintendents to- 
day. Aside from the submission of reports 
and diseussions, several sets of resolutions 
were adopted, the synopsis of which may be 
thus briefly stated: Thanking Governor Tay- 
lor for his interest in education; that each 
county superintendent hold two normal insti- 
tutes annually, one for white and one forcol- 
ored teachers, competent instructors being ap- 
pointed for each ; that permanent organization 
of this convention to be effected under the 
name of the Tennessee Public School Officers’ 
association ; that the state school tax shouid be 
raised to forty cents on the hundred dollars 
and that its control remain with the county 
just as itis under the presentschool law. There 
was a protest filed against this last resolution 
by J. N. Tyler, of Montgomery ; W. M. Fuqua, 
of Davidson; J. D. Nelson, of Rutherford ; D.

Newnan, Ga., December 7.—[Special.}— 
Monday night about seven o’clock Fannie 
Field, eldest daughter of a widowed mother, 
left the house with the ees as she 
stated, of visiting. a 5 ae ng girl companion in 
the adjoining block ; or someé reason she 
changed her mind as soon as she got out on the 
street, and started to visit another friend 
about three blocks away on the north side of 
the square. The route she took was on a back 
street, where only an occasional lam 
guides the pedestrian after nightfall. 
The evening was chilly, the ther- 
mometer standing at freezin point, 
and only a few people-were on the streets. 
The daughter failin ng to return in the course of 
an hour, search was instituted at once, and on 
learning that she had not been seen by any of 
her friends during the night, created in the 
minds of her mother and friends the wildest 
apprehensions. Various causes were assigned 
for her absence, some alleging she had run off 
and married a young man whose attention to 
the daughter had been highly distasteful to the 
mother, and then thought she had committed 
suicide by jumping into an old well close by, 
to which the friends repaired with candles and 
lanterns to see if they could find her shivering 
form floating on the waters, while 
others, among whom were her brother, sister 
and mother, were of the opinion that she had 
been either kidnapped or foully dealt with. 
This last conclusion created intense excite- 
ment, and a rent the air with their lamen- 
tations. By this time the moon had rose and 
threw a light over the city, lending valuable 
assistance in hunting for t 10 lost girl,h When 
all hope had fled and the relatives and friends 
were at the zenith of agonizing despair, a 
young admirer of Fanny’ s, returning from 
church on the east side of town, 
when opposite the jail heard a _ pecu- 
liar noise at a little bridge near Fold’s black- 


smith shop, and on going nearer to 
the spot saw the form of er 
he loved best lying in the 


gutter, with her feet under the bridge and 
her head reclining on the side of the ditch. A 
gleam of moonlight stealing through the slen- 
der limbs of the trees that ornament the 
sidewalk enabled him to recognize her well 
known features, and giving the alarm secured 
help to carry her to the house. The girl was 
speechless, her arms cold to the armpits and 
limbs cold to the hips and her teeth closed. They 
found no traces of cruel treatment to her per- 
son, although many were of the opinion that 
she had been drugged. Dr. Theo. Davis was 
called, and after applying restoratives re- 
vived her some, though she is unable 
to tell anything about the hopeless condition, 
save the fact that she stooped down to fasten 
her shoe, when a sudden pain darted around 
her heart, and she fell as if shot.

THE EXPLOSION AT HOGANSVILLE. 


Particulars of the Catastrophe by Which 
Four Men Lost Their Lives. 

HOGANSVILLE, Ga., December 7.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The scene which was witnessed here 
Monday morning was one that will long be re- 
membered by all of itssad beholders. Many 
of us have seen wrecks of various description 
and homes made desolate by the works of | fire 
and water, but few have ever witnessed such a 
terrible accident as this. It was at 4.40 in the 
morning when the explosion occurred, and it 
was at that same hour when three negroes met 
their horible fate. The explosion was that of 
the boiler of the Hogansville oil mill 

The oil mill building was built about three 
years ago and is of the best quality of brick, 
the main building being two stories, while the 
engine room was a substantially gonsseuoted 


main building on 
the boiler of an clair horse- 


wer engine, 
which sat parallel with the wall which sepa- 


rated the engine room from the other 
building. Cotton seed hulls was the fuel 
which was used for firing the engine and there 
was always a good supply on hand, which was 
kept in the same room. On these hulls and 
in this room was a place of resort for the oil 
mill hands every morning before work and at 
night after work. Often they would sleep in 
this roonrduring the entire night. 

These negroes had been there some time 
awaiting the hour to commence their daily 
tasks, while the engineer was attending the 
making ready of his engine. The position of 
the three negroes killed, at the time of the ex- 
plosion, as stated, by the one who escaped, was 
as follows: 

Jim Harden, the enginear, was firing the 
engine, Jones was asleep on the hulls in the 
same room, while the other, George Hendon, 
was talking to the former. Israel Jones, the one 
who escaped, had gone in another apartment 
to learn the time, when his three comrades 
met their terrible fate. 

Both ends of the boiler were blown out while 
the main body was whoie. 

The west end of the boiler, together with one 
of the men, was found in a branch a hundred 
yards away, while the other end 
was attached to the main body which went an 
easterly course until it struck a large oak that 
was standing near by, knocking it completely 
to the ground, A piece of iron near the size 
of a man’s fist struck a house that was about 
fifty yards away, knocking a _ huge hole 
through its wall. Fragments of the the en- 
gine were scattered in every direction. Several 
joints of the smoke elevater were thrown a 
hundred yards. The whole was certainly a 
horrible looking aspect. —

The city 
council has ful] authority to regulate, as it 
deems best, the wholesale or refail trade in 
liquors, and the action of the county com- 
missioners in interfering, in a matter in 
which they have never before acted, will be 
kindly received by none but extremists. 

Should the action of the commissioners 
stand, the result will be to put the whole- 
gale trade at a disadvantage, without affect- 
ing the retail trade. It would tend to drive 
Atlanta to other markets for a thing which 
it has just voted to have legally sold under 
proper regulation. 

As to the Beiser decision, the council can 
easily pass an ordinance which will prevent 
any wholesale privilege from being abused,

WABASH, Ind., December .7.—A telegram 
received here today states that John Syndr, the 
famous walking man at Millgrove, Blackford 
county, died late last night. Snyder has been grow- 
ing weaker for several months past, and though be- 
fore g:nialin disposition, he had become morose 
and talked but little. His pale and haggerd counte- 
nance betrayed the agony he suffered, but repeated 
efforts toinduce quietude wese futile and he liter- 
ally walked himself to death. He remained uncon- 
scious to the last, but was unable to control his 
lower limbs. Snyder, during the past summer, 
amassed over $10,000 from dime museum engage- 
ments in Chicago, St. Louis, St. Paul, Indianapolis, 
and Cincinnati.

HAVE THEY THE RIGHT T0 Do IT?

The county commissioners met in Ordtinace 
Calhoun’s office yesterday mening 4 ark 
o’clock, and remained in session until four in 
the afternoon. A full board was present, as it 
had been announced in advance that the maté 
ter of wholesale liquor licenses would come up 
for consideration. 

The meeting proved to be an unusually anfe 
mated one, and the action taken was somes 
thing which caused a considerable sensatiog 
as soon as it became known what the coms 
missioners had done. 

The sensation consisted in the fixing of the 
wholesale license at a figure which was sg 
high as to be startling. 

The figure was $1,600. 

Soon after the meeting was calle 
Mr. Joseph Thompson appeared in an — 
and made formal application for a wholesalé 
license. He was accompanied by Mr. Howelk 


Cc. Glenn, his attorney, who stated 
that the application was madé 
for the se, oom of testing the question whether 
or not tle county commissioners are vested 


with the right to fix the license of a whole« 
sale liquor dealer who proposes to conduct hig 
business within the city fimite. He said he 
felt sure that no warrant was given to them te 
fix the license of such a dealer. He was cer# 
tain the law did not vest them with such aue 
thority. He explained that the law was exe 
eae on that point. All thatit was required 
or a wholesale dealer to do was to register his 
application with the ordinary and pay a regis- 
tration fee of $25 and a state tax of 3250, 
This being done there was nothing to hinder 
the dealer from doing business. 

After Mr. Glenn had stated his point, Cole 
onel Adair remarked : 

“‘T am not sure about the correctness of your 
proposition, Mr. Glenn; in fact Lam disposed 
to differ with you. At any rate before taking 
definite action we should hke to hear what our 
attorney has tosay on the subject. What ig 


your view of the subject, Mr. Thomson?” 

‘“T have no hesitation,’’ remarked Mfr, 
Thomson, “‘in saying that I differ with Mr 
Glenn asto the law. Iam confident that the 
statutes of 1884-85 fix this matter.’’ Theree 
upon Mr. Thomson read the sections —— 
to the question of wholesale licenses, and 
then remarked that it was left with the com- 
missioners what the license should be. 

‘‘What shall the license be?’’ inquired Mre 
Hunnicutt, the chairman. 

Mr. Kiser was quick to reply: “I do not obe 
ject to speak right out in meeting. They say 
they are in favor of high license, and I am for 
giving the boys a taste of it. And I want to 
make it high enough to protect reputable mers 
chants and to squelch the disreputable fel- 
lows.”’ : 

Mayor Cooper, the clerk of the board, asked? 
‘Have you the right to refuse any applica. 
tion ?”’ 

“T think so,” rejoined Mr. Kiser, “and you 
may put me down at $2,500. Now, what do 
you say, Mr. Adair?’ 

‘‘Before I say anything, suppese Mr. Collings 
speak. 

“This thing has been suddenly sprung upon 
me, and I can’t say that I am prepared to grap~ 
ple with the question at present, Had I known 
it was to be sprung I might have been able to 
speak more intelligently. But since the issue 
has been raised, you may put me down-——n0y 
I’m not prepared to act just now.” 

Mr. Cooper suggested that about $100 would 
be the correct figure. , 

Mr. Hunnicutt asked Dr. Wilson to indicaté

2,000."" :

Mr. Glenn desired to say another word, and 
he added: ‘If you shouid make this license 
so high, gentlemen, I give it to you as my 
opinion that Mr. Thompson, if he desires, 
may take outa retail city license, and can 
then sell whisky in any quantity he wishes, 
and not pay the county one dollarin the way 
of tax. y am satisfied he can do this.”’ 

‘You can’t make us believe, Brother 
Glenn,” interposed Chairman Hunnicutt, 
‘that we ean be runover rough shod in this 
way. Wecertainly havesome authority which 
whisky dealers are bound to respect. I am 
disposed, however, to think it would be a wise 
plan to defer action in this important matter 
until we can make a fuller investigation of the 
whole matter.”’ 

“Now, you are saying something,’ spoke 
Mr. Collins. : 

‘‘What’s the use of postponing the mattet 
when all of us know what we want to do? I 
aim ready right now to meet the issue. 

**Y, too,’’ echoed Colonel Adair. 

Several ‘‘Me toos’’ were heard, and Chairs 
man Hunnicutt decided to put the question. 
Mr. Kiser moved that the license fixed at 
$1,600. 

Colonel Adair seconded the proposition. 

A vote was taken with this result: Yeas 3; 
nays 2. ! 

Messrs. Hunnicutt, Adair and Kiser, voted 
in the aflirmative; and Messrs. Wilson and 
ins voted in the negatiye—three drys 
against two wets. 

The matter was decided. 

In explanation of his position and vote, Mr. 
Kiser told a reporter that the decision ofthe 
supreme court in the Beiser case had influenced 
hiscourse. This decision aftirmsjthat dealers 
who sell whisky by the wholesale, may allow 
their customers to drink the same on the prem4¢ 
ises. This is virtually permiting wholesale dea] 
ers to sell liquor by the drink. Several otherg 
expressed the same reasons as these. 

The action of the commissioners has been 
almost generally condemned by prohibitionistg 
and antis alike. It is agreed on all sides that, 
even if the commissioners have the power td 
regulate this matter, they have no right to fix 
the license so high. 

Mr. Howell C. Glenn was seen by a reporter 
late last night. He said: | 
“In my opinion the commissioners have 
exceeded their powers. The law does not vest 
in them the authority to fixa license fos 
wholesale dealers in the city. They may regu- 
late the matter of licenses for 
by the gallon outside the city limits.” 

“What will be done about it?” , 
“T sup a test case willbe made. Some 
dealer will make application for a license, pay 
his $25 state tax and $25 fee and then go om 
with his business. If iterferred with he 
would apply to the courts. I¢ is not improb- 
able, however, that the commissioners will 
discover their mistake and will take an early 
opportunity to rectify it.”’ 

olonel Rube Arnold was incensed at what 
he characterized as “‘the unwarrantable con- 
conduct of the commissioners.”’

Chief Justice Bleckley’s Pointed Remarks 
Upon a Principle Which Interests All 
Business Men. 


The supreme court yesterday made an im- 
portant decision, in which, although in the 
case before them the amount was only $400, 
yet, as affecting like cases, millions are in- 
volved. : 

Several days since Tur ConsTITUTION gave 
the points presented by Major W eK. Simmons 
in the case of J. B. Merck, of Hall county, vs. 
the American Freehold Land Mortgage Com- 
pany, of London. Yesterday Chief Justice 
Bleckley delivered the decision of the court in 
the case. His statement of the case was clear 
and explicit. 

Mr. Merk is.afarmer in Hall county. Nel- 
son & Barker, of Atlanta, were engaged in the 
business of finding men anxious to borrow 
money, and men willing toloan money. Mr. 
Latner represented Nelson & Barker in Gaines- 
ville. Myr. Merck applied fora loan through 
Latner in writing, agreeing to pay a commis- 
sion of 20 per cent for the loan of $400. Nel- 
son & Rathen sent the application to the Cor- 
bin Banking Company, of New York, who 
yresented it to J. K. O. Sherwood, sole agent 
in the United States of the American Freehold 
Land Mortgage Company, of London, and he 
agreed to loan the $400, which he. did. his 
Sompany aivancing the full amount of the 
={00, 

: Of the 20 per cent commission, 10 per cent 
was paid tothe Corbin Banking company, 6 
er cent to Nelson & Barker and 4 per cent to 
zatner. The American Freehold Land Mort- 
gage company, of London, had no interest in 
the compensation paid to the intermediaries.

When the second interest note fell due and 
remained unpaid for thirty days, the American 
Irechold Land Mortgage company instituted 
suit to recover the principal, interest and at- 
torney’s fees. The defence set up the plea 
that the $80 commission, attorneys fees, and 
interest on interest was usury, and also pleaded 
fai-uce of consideration. 

in pronouncing the decision, Chief Justice 
Bieckley said: 

The real case before us is controlled by the sub- 
Sstantiai facis. The evidence took the fullest range, 
bevinning at Merck and going back to Sherwood. 
Tne whole line of the loan is illuminated by the ev- 
idence, the whole track vyisible from London. to 
Gainesville. Mcssrs Nelson & Parker were and are 
neither borroywers and lenders. In seeking out Lor- 
rowers they employed men like Latver, and lenders 
such institutions asthe Corbin Banking company. 
Their business isen independent business, alawfal 
business, one they bave as much tight to engaze in 
asa farmer or merchant has to engage in theirs. 
Neither the extent of the business or the income de- 
rived from it makesit any theless legal. They 
have the rightto putthe burden cn whom they 
clioose, either borrower or lender, or divided be- 
tveen them, if the coutract is fairly made and faith- 
fully ot Sery ed. 

“if Nelswm & Barker charged the commissions to 
the londeérs, would that have diminished the loan 
actually made? Ifthey charged the commissions to 
the borrowers, how would that have diminishet the 
loun ? ‘For business reasons Messrs. Nelson & Barker 
perhaps charged the commissions to the borrower:, 
because they would agree to it and comply with the 
agreement. Are the lenders to blame if Nelson & 
Darkerexacied com, @psation from the borrowers 
and the borrowers: gto pay the compensation? 

Neither Sherwood or his principal was a party to 
the stipulation, or interested in it. The stipulation 
was a legal one, and spotlessas to Sherwceod, Tue 
stipulation came into existence before Sherwocd 
ever knew that Merck was a member of the human 
family. Ifthe stipulation wasa lawful one as be- 
tween the parties to it, how can it be unlawful by 
the lenders having knowiled:e thatit wasa lawful 
eontract and carried out until the legislature abol- 
isites, nnd the bench ab iicates, logic this } o;ition 
will hold.
